Probably ne other town in the United Bintes
had bad no eventful a hiktory as this renowned
nity ol Lawrenee, It was s fortune to be sot-
tled during those momentous times when
the greal forces of freedom and siavery wero in
sotual warfare, and when the " irrepredsible
sonfllet” had begun to leave the fleids of peace-
ful discnsslon for the arena of physical conlest,

Lawrence was the frult of the natlon’s sudden

resoll from the atroclous repeal of the Missourl

Compromise restriction upon Lhe extension of
mlavery, To cloak the real objectsof that repeal,
the Kansas- Nebraska bill professed to leavathe
guestion of slavery In Kansas Lobe settled by
the freely-expressed volco of its early Inhabl-
tants. Freedom nccepled the ohallenge thus
oatenslbly tendered It by siavery, and imme.
diately her forees took their peacefol llne oy
march for the new baltle ground, Tho frs:
eompany of Free State settiers arrived In Knnsas
in thoe fall ef 164, Trusty agenls had
already selected Lawrence as the site for
a lown, A more beauntifal loontlon could
hardly have been ohosen. It I8 sltuated
wpon ;the south bank of tho Kansas river,
ppon an elevated, gently rolling “second bot-
tom," somae forty feet above the lavel of the
stream, sheltered by corownlog bloffs a half
mile distant on the west, and with ample
room for the bullding of a great city without
sxpensive excavatlons or gradlng, A town was
immediately lald ous, and the setilers took
“elalms™ (Lhe techinieal name for Government
Jands settlod upon but not yet brought Into
market) In eliglble locations sarrounnding it.
These Massachusotlts mon, in imitation of thelr
Puritan ancestors, brought the church and the
mehool with them; and from that day to this;
Lawrence hawjnever lacked for good churohes
and excellent schools, Otheér seitlers, and
from different’ parts of the Union, soon ar-
rived, and the new town lmmediately becamo

the headqguarters of the Free-State party in the
Territory, Assuch It enrned for Itgeif at once

the bilter and unrelenting hatrad of the slave

power throughoutl the nation—a hatred which

was destined, at last, lo d4atlate Itself with an

appalling wvengeance. Here were the homes

of Robingon, Lane, Conway, Dritzer, Allen,
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Yel, terrible as the dianater was, and bopeless
an i seemed, the Indomitable aplrit of the
people rose wilh the ocossion, anl triumphbed
over b all, They at onos commenoed Lo rebulld
their olty. The business men oblained eredit,
but refased discounis on thelr obligations, and
resumed trade, New honses and stores rose as
by magloon avery slde, and, with a sudden
rebound, the oity recovered llsell, aAnd 0 ne
menced a new career of growth and prosperity.

Huosbands were murdered in the presence
of tbeir wives and oblidren. Four young mar-
ried men, among the lending cliizens of the
town—] kpew them nll personally—one an
edllor, one s lawyer, one & groocer, and one
a druggisti—were taken from a slogle house
and &bot down In the very presonce
of their wives, Two of them wero killed In-
stantly; one lingered in agony unbil the next
day, and the fourth, though shot twice, recoy-
gred, and 1s now sl he head of tho largest gros
gery house in the clly.
